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CATCHING PIDGEONS 


Raising pidgeons is a hobby of my cousin and i 
9 to old barns and houses to trap en To get to, thaw ee 
go through fields and bush and around sloughs. You may be walking 
along &nd find that you are in three or four inches of water. 

The place where we go the most to catch pidgeons, is not quite 
a mile from my cousin's house. There is a house there with nobody 
living in it. No birds can get in there, but right across from it 
4s an old barn and there are always lots of pidgeons in there. 

There is a big hole in the attic of the barn where the birds 
get in.
